bondi ng event. M. Sherman responded that |egal counsel inforned himan agreement woul d be negoti ated between the County and the
RSCVA to solidify these conditions.

Commi ssioner Short inquired if there has been any negotiati ons concerning phasing of the borrowing. M. Sherman responded that it
is more financially advantageous to do the issuance all at once; that this project cannot be phased into |ogical distinct phases;

Phil Keene, President/CEO of the RSCVA, stated that the construction approach is a design, bid, build which is a conmtnment nmade
by the RSCVA Board and staff. He further stated that they conducted an inventory of the existing facility on how they were

percei ved by the industry and potential clients and they |earned they are m ssing out on shows and exhi bitions due to the current
facility's age and size. He advised that they engaged one of the best firms in the country, Convention, Sports & Leisure out of

M nneapolis, to conduct a feasibility study; that the results indicated there are about 350 shows that they could accommpdate in
the new facility which represents about 95% of all shows; and that with the 500,000 rentable square feet, which this expansion and
renovati on would allow this expansion would allow Reno to host all but about 5% of the shows. He further advised that they are in
negoti ati ons for property at 3 or 4 |ocations regarding parking and are satisfied that they will be able to neet the code

Bob Webb, Pl anni ng Manager, distributed new information concerning cost increases on sone projects and stated that the tota
projects proposed for the Stead/ Anderson Acres communities exceed the allocated $500,000; therefore, the Board will have to sel ect
the projects. He further stated that two of the proposed projects, i.e, $3,000 for Friends of the North Valleys Regi onal Sports
Conpl ex and $150, 000 for road repair in Anderson Acres, do not neet the funding criteria established by the Board. M. Wbb

i ntroduced various task force nenbers from each area as they nade their presentations.

Ri chard Foncault described the request to use $300,000 to build one Babe Ruth, adult-sized, baseball field at the North Valleys
Regi onal Sports Conplex (NVRSC), stating that the existing fields do not neet the needs of the community; that Babe Ruth serves
the 13 to 18 years age range, who are children in need of organized activities; and that Lenon Valley has pl edged $100, 000 of
their Alturas nmitigation funds to this project, which could be used for lights for the field. He pointed out that none of the
fields at the NVRSC are lighted; that their games have to be stopped when it gets dark; and that Washoe County Parks and
Recreation will not be able to conplete the ballfields at this facility for many years.

Bud Sol nonsson, Manager of the NVRSC, stated that he has been working with the task force and presented the proposals to instal

pi cnic shelters at the NVRSC ($45,000), develop an interpretive trail fromthe NVRSC to the Swan Lake Nature Study area ($10, 000),
and construct a skateboard park and in-line skating facility at the NVRSC ($100,000). He stated that he is receiving many requests
for shaded areas from nothers who bring their children out for picnics and many requests for a skating facility, noting that Lenobn
Val | ey has already comm tted $100,000 of their Alturas mitigation funds to the skate park. M. Sol nonsson al so di scussed the

i mportance of the Swan Lake Nature Study area stating that the park is only 1.7 mles from Swan Lake and a connecting trail would
allow the park to be used as a staging area when | arge groups, such as school field trips, visit the area.

Geri WIllens, Chair of the Task Force, stated that she does understand that the proposal to use $3,000 as "seed" nobney to start a
"Friends of the North Valleys Regional Sports Conplex" organi zation does not fit the criteria established, but she does want the
Conmmi ssion to be aware of the idea for possible future consideration. She further stated that it becane obvious early on that
Anderson Acres had needs that were very different from Stead's and they decided to focus on the NVRSC because it benefits everyone
in the North Vall eys.

M. Webb then discussed the projects proposed by the Anderson Acres residents and stated that the Assistant District Attorney has
advi sed that purchase of a Punper/Tender Fire Apparatus is a capital project, but it is not a pernmanent inprovenment; therefore, it
will require a policy decision by the Board as to whether or not it neets the established criteria to be eligible for these
mtigation funds.

Nancy Mertz, Anderson Acres resident, stated that Anderson Acres is the only community that was grouped with another area but is
in no way connected to the other community and presented nunerous slides on the overhead depicting views in the Anderson Acres
area, the inpact of the Alturas power line, the current facility used as their fire house/comunity center, the condition of their
roads during dry, nmuddy and snow situations, etc. She enphasized that fire protection is a very inportant issue, showi ng slides of
previous fires in the area and noting that their fire departnment is called out to fires all over and not just in Anderson Acres.
Ms. Mertz stated that the needs in Anderson Acres are critical; that these mitigation funds are the only source of revenue to
address sonme of these needs; and that they feel their needs are much nore inportant than providing recreational facilities at the
North Val | eys Regi onal Sports Conpl ex.

Karen Muil | en, Parks and Recreation Director, discussed possible opportunities to provide matching funds for sonme of the park
projects, but stated that she would not |ike to make any conmitnents until they know for sure. She al so answered several questions
from Board nmenbers concerning the proposed projects and their costs.

Chai rman Gall oway then called on the residents who had signed up to speak. The follow ng individuals urged the Board to support
t he Anderson Acres projects:

was granted by the Planning Commi ssion. The project includes 40 units of short termlodging with a maxi mum of twenty second fl oor
dwel l'ing units involving 41,250 square feet within three buildings. The fourth structure, 16,000 square feet, is a proposed
commer ci al nei ghborhood center of 8,000 square feet with a second story nanagers' units. The auto/light truck repair with one
service bay involves the fifth structure of 3,000 square feet for a total of fi60,250 square feet within five buildings. In
addition the project would include four picnic or overnight canp sites with conpl ete hookups and a caretaker's cabin. Because the
proj ect proposes utilizing the fornmer Linmted Conmmercial (C-1) Zoning District under the Transition Policy, a site reviewis
requi red. The property, originally devel oped as the Tannenbaum Ski Resort, is located on the M. Rose H ghway across fromthe

Rei ndeer Lodge approximately 9 miles west of the intersection of M. Rose Hi ghway and Virginia Street (U S. 395 S). The project
request involves a 4 acre portion of a A5 acre parcel and is designated Medi um Density Suburban (MDS) in the Forest Area Plan and
the property falls within the standards of the Scenic Corridor. The parcel is situated in a portion of Section 16, T17N, R19E
MDM Washoe County, Nevada, Washoe County Conmi ssioner District No. 1.

Madel yn Shi pman, Assistant District Attorney, advised that the applicant, Gary Schm dt, has requested a continuance for two weeks;
that it is her understanding that the appellants are not opposed to a continuance but have requested they be first on that agenda;
and that a further issue has been raised by the applicant as to whether or not the Wod/Buck group have standing to appeal, which
requires an interpretation of the Code by the Board.

Chai rman Gal | oway opened the public hearing.

Sharon Kvas, Department of Comunity Devel opnment, provided background information concerning the proposed project and stated that
staff will defer to the District Attorney's office as to the |legal issue raised

Gary Pakel e, attorney representing M. Schmidt, cited Washoe County Devel opnment Code Section 110.810.50(b)(2) concerni ng who can
appeal Pl anning Comr ssion and Board of Adjustnent decisions and stated that the Whods Group did not attend any of the Pl anning
Commi ssi on neetings, did not subnit any witten testinony, and did not testify at any of the hearings, as the quoted section
specifically requires. He al so read paragraph (c) of the same Section which provides that the reasons for an appeal shall be based
upon the evidence presented to the Planning Comm ssion and stated that the Whods Group did not present any evidence to the

Pl anni ng Conmmi ssion. M. Pakele stated that the Code is very specific in this regard and not open to interpretation and, for these
reasons, it is their contention that the Wods G oup has no standing to appeal the Pl anning Conm ssion deci sion.

Conmmi ssi oner Sferrazza noted that the section cited applies to special use pernits and asked what section of the Code governs site
pl an revi ew. Ms. Shipnman expl ained that the Code is silent on site plan review appeals and it is her understanding that staff has
foll owed the sanme procedures as a nmatter of practice.

Robert Sellman, Director, Comrunity Devel opment Department, stated that there is no specific |language in the Code dealing with
site review appeals and that it is his opinion that the right to appeal must be reasonably broad. Dean Di ederich, Planning
Manager, stated that site plan reviews are unique to the transition process.



St ephen Buck, representing the appellants, stated that he is one of the owners of the property adjacent to the applicant. He
stated that just as he arrived at the Planning Comm ssion hearing on this case, he received a phone call fromthe manager of
anot her property they own advising himof a flooding problemon that property, which was an energency that he had to attend to.
M. Buck offered to produce recei pts of water extraction equi pnment that he rented and affidavits as proof of the enmergency and
stated that he believes this falls under the category of “circunstances beyond his/her control' in the sanme section of the Code
that was read earlier

Commi ssi oner Shaw asked if the determ nation of “circunmstances beyond his/her control' is a matter for the Board to decide.

Ms. Shi pman advi sed that M. Diederich has shown her the section of the Code dealing with transition which provides that a site
pl an revi ew woul d be considered fulfilled under this section if it were processed sinlar to a variance, special use permt,
tentative map, etc.; and that this site plan review would have been closest to a special use permt, which is why staff used this
process. Ms. Shipnman further advised that the Board is the arbiter of the evidence and the determiner of the facts; and that if
the Board believes that the circunstances-beyond-control provision applies, then the other adverse party appeal requirenents would
not need to be addressed.

Chai rman Gall oway stated that since there is no | anguage specific to site reviewin the Code and there is doubt, he would rather
I et the appeal go forward. Comm ssioners Shaw and Sferrazza concurred.

Stating that he does find that M. Buck was prevented from participating in the Planning Comr ssion review by circunstances beyond
his control, on notion by Comnr ssioner Sferrazza, seconded by Commi ssioner Shaw, which nmotion duly carried, Chairman Gal | oway
ordered that the appellants, John C. Wwod, WIIliam E. Buck and Stephen E. Buck, do have standing to appeal in this case.

Ms. Kvas stated that the consent of the appellant would be required in order to grant the applicant's request for a 2-week
conti nuance. M. Buck stated that he has no objection to the continuance and requested that the hearing be placed in the first
part of the public hearing section of the agenda. Chairnman Galloway stated that he could not make any guarantees concerning that.

On notion by Conmm ssioner Sferrazza, seconded by Conmi ssioner Bond, which notion duly carried, Chairman Gall oway ordered that the
public hearing on the appeals regarding Site Review Case No. SR12-4-98 be continued to 5:00 p.m, Septenber 28, 1999.

M. Pakel e further requested that the Wod/ Buck appeal be heard first at the next hearing and he was advi sed that the Board woul d
take that under consideration.

5:00 p.m This was the tinme set to reconsider the previous action taken on the appeal of the Gol den Vall ey Honeowner's Association
fromthe Washoe County Pl anni ng Conmi ssion's approval of SPW-13-99 applied for by Steve WIllianms on behal f of the Washoe County
School District to devel op and operate a two-story high school that will service up to 2,000 students for grades 9-12 in the North
Val | eys area, proposed to be built in one phase and includes 265,000 square feet of building space with classroons, an auditorium
gymasium and library; and in addition to the building, the site is proposed to have two baseball fields (one lighted), two
softball fields, four basketball courts, six tennis courts, and one lighted multi-purpose sports field to acconmpdate football
soccer, and track. The 80-acre parcel is designated Low Density Suburban (LDS) and General Rural (GR) in the North Valleys Area
Plan, and is |ocated on the south side of Golden Valley Road at the southeast corner of the intersection of Estates and Col den
Vall ey Road in Commission District 3, Section 14, T20N, R19E, MDM WAishoe County, Nevada.

Chai rman Gall oway stated that the Board voted to reconsider this item because new i nformati on was recei ved whi ch was not avail abl e
at the July 27th hearing; that he has in hand 60 request-to-speak forns; that if everyone speaks for 3 minutes, that portion of
the hearing alone will last over 3 hours; and that nothing will be served by a conplete repetition of the previous hearing. He
further stated that the basis of the honeowners' appeal was safety concerns caused by the increased traffic; that the Board was
told they could not inpose a condition outside the frontage of the school property unless the County wanted to pay the costs; and
that on July 27th, three Comnri ssioners were persuaded that these inpacts were detrinental to the public health, safety and welfare



and could not be mitigated. The Chairman stated that new i nformati on has been received which indicates there is a possibility the
Board coul d i npose a condition requiring additional inprovenents to Golden Valley Road to nitigate the unsafe conditions. Chairman
Gal | oway al so advi sed that he requested the County Engi neering Departnment to exam ne and study O Brien Pass and that the County
Engi neer reported back to himthat the clearance is sufficient for large trucks to pass each other on the curves.

Vi ce Chairman Short stated that he voted for the appellants at the previous hearing strictly because of the traffic safety

probl ens; that those concerns are what he hopes can be resolved in light of the new information they have received; and that the
Board wi Il not be debating whether this site is the best location for a high school. He further stated that school site choices
are deci ded by the School Board, not the Washoe County Conmm ssioners; and that the Comr ssioners have to determ ne whet her the

i mpacts can be nmitigated sufficiently to pernmit this use on this site.

Commi ssioner Sferrazza stated that he felt the issue of the appeal was broader than just traffic safety as there was other
testimony at the previous hearing.

Chai rman Gall oway stated that the issue of what could be appeal ed was di scussed at the previous hearing; that he questioned the
appellant at that tine as to whether or not they wanted to raise other issues not raised in their appeal letter; and that the
appel lant's response was basically they felt all they had to do was nake the case that the increased traffic would create safety
hazards.

Madel yn Shi pman, Assistant District Attorney, stated that it would be up to the Board whether or not to limt the subject matter
She di d enphasi ze that the question of whether or not there are other sites for this school is not relevant; that a discussion of
other sites is outside this Board' s paraneters; and that the Board can only consider the appropriateness of this site.

Commi ssi oner Shaw stated that he thinks the Board should focus on the new informati on and whether it addresses the issues which
resulted in the previous deni al

Commi ssi oner Sferrazza subnmitted a map of a proposed devel opnent called the Tobler Ranch |ocated on the north side of Gol den
Val | ey Road across fromthe high school site and requested it be made an exhibit, stating that it is his understanding the project
is planning to annex into the City of Reno. He further stated that he would like to see sonething in the conditions to address
annexation concerns.

Conmmi ssi oner Sferrazza al so stated that one of the residents, Nancy Jackson, has a video tape of a "Face-The-State" interview with
Washoe County School District Superintendent Ji m Hager and requested that the tape be put on the record in case of an appeal. The
tape was placed on file with the County Clerk.

Chai rman Gal |l oway then opened the public hearing and stated that he would first |ike staff to outline the discussions that have
occurred since the | ast neeting.

Robert Sellman, Director, Comrunity Devel opment Departnent, stated that he would defer to the Engineering Division and the
Regi onal Transportation Comr ssion because those are the agencies that can address the roads and traffic safety issues.

Der ek Morse, Executive Director, Regional Transportation Conm ssion, explained that NRS 278B. 240 provides that, if the Board
conditions the School District to build inprovenents that are included under the inpact fee program they are eligible for

rei mbursenent for any costs they expend conpleting those inprovenents. He further stated that the School District has approached
RTC and expressed interest in doing certain inprovenments on the portion of Golden Valley Road from Beckwourth to Estates; that
such i nprovenents woul d be creditable under this NRS provision; and that what would be necessary is for the School District to
enter into an agreenment with the RTC

Conmmi ssi oner Sferrazza stated that it was his understanding that these credits can be given or traded to the School District by
devel opers in return for devel opnent el sewhere. M. Mrse stated that if the School District requested reinbursenent and wanted
credits because they had a buyer, RTC would be happy to do that rather than a cash rei nbursement because of the cash flow



situation in the fund.

Conmmi ssi oner Sferrazza asked if any of the buyers have been identified and stated that if any of them are devel opers in Gol den
Val | ey, he thinks that should be disclosed. M. Mrse stated that he has no know edge regarding who the credits nmight go to and
expl ained that with private devel opers these credits are a conmmodity that they can give away, sell or trade; that those are
private transactions; and that RTC only records where the transfers go for tracking purposes.

Conmmi ssi oner Sferrazza asked if there was anything addressing the intersection at Spearhead and Gol den Valley Road in the new
information. M. Mrse stated that the only area that woul d be rei nbursabl e under the inpact fee program would be the section from
approxi mately Beckwourth to Estates and that inprovenents east of Estates would not be rei nmbursabl e because they are not needed in
the 10-year tine period.

Conmmi ssi oner Sferrazza asked if there was anything new addressing the signalization at US395 and Gol den Vall ey Road. M. Mrse
responded that would cone under the purview of the Nevada Departnment of Transportation (NDOT), which historically has not all owed
signals until they are warranted; and that, fromthe traffic nunbers he has seen, a signal is certainly not warranted at this
time. In further response, he explained that signals can be paid for with inpact fees, federal funds, or a conbination of nonies,
depending on the particular situation. Conmnm ssioner Sferrazza asked if the Comn ssion could require those inpact fees now as part
of a notion if the special use pernmit is approved. Ms. Shipman stated that there is already a condition on the project requiring
the School District to pay their proportionate share of the signal. She stated that if the Comm ssioner is asking whether the
Board can require the School District to install the signal today, she would reiterate that the intersection is under the
jurisdiction of NDOT and NDOT will not allow a signal there until they say it is warranted.

Chai rman Gal |l oway di scl osed that he nmet with the applicant and di scussed the option of making the section of Golden Valley Road
from Beckwourth to Estates into 4 |anes, as well as other options; and that the indication he had fromboth the School District
and County Engi neering was that RTC had conceded that it was just a matter of tinme before that road woul d have to be wi dened
anyway. He stated that the other part of that discussion was whether there was enough right-of-way for 4 |lanes with

bi ke/ pedestri an | anes and he was advi sed that RTC does have the ability to acquire the |land through em nent domain with the
County's consent.

M. Morse confirmed that RTC does have eni nent domain power with the concurrence of the jurisdiction within which the property is
| ocat ed; that wi dening Golden Valley Road from Beckwourth to Estates will require sone additional property; and that current RTC
projections are that within the next 10 years there will be enough devel opnent in that area putting traffic onto these roads that
this section of Golden Valley Road will have to be w dened whet her a school goes on this site or not. He further added that

| ooking at the year 2020 tinme frame and assuning that devel opnent occurs where it is projected to occur, Golden Valley Road will
need to be wi dened on down to Spearhead by that tine.

Chai rman Gall oway asked if the site distance and conditions at the intersection of Spearhead and Gol den Vall ey neet the standards.
M. Morse stated that the current intersection configuration, given the posted speed limt, does neet the nationally recognized
standards for site distance and safety; that a study was done in 1998 | ooking at the accident history of this intersection; and
that, according to police records, none of the accidents were attributable to site distance problens, but were due to driving over
the posted limt.

Dave Roundtree, Public Wrks Director, reported that staff has participated in the review of the suggested additional inprovenents
and that he does concur that w dening Gol den Valley Road between Beckwourth and Estates will certainly inprove the traffic flow
and safety. He al so revi ewed ot her suggested alternatives that had been studied. Chairman Gall oway asked M. Roundtree to comment
on the discussions held concerning O Brien Pass. M. Roundtree reiterated that the County Engineer did go out and check O Brien
Pass and determ ned that |arge vehicles can safely pass one another. He further stated that there are constraints on this roadway;
that during inclement weather, it would certainly be incunmbent upon drivers to go the posted speed limits; that it is not a 45 nph
road; and that the posted speed limts and the warning signs are there for a purpose. M. Roundtree stated that there are other
ways to call people's attention to the tight areas; that flashing |lights could be put on the warning signs encouraging reduced
speeds; that during inclement weather a flashing signboard could be put out to warn people that they need to sl ow down when the



road is wet or icy; and that those kinds of things could be used to call greater attention to the hazards and the necessity to
observe the posted speed limts. He further stated that staff could find no record of O Brien Pass ever being closed; that that
particul ar roadway is one of the first priorities for snow renoval; and that if there was a situation that staff could not dea
with, they would cl ose the road.

Commi ssi oner Sferrazza asked M. Roundtree to explain how the credits (regional road i npact fee programj work. M. Roundtree
responded that when a devel oper constructs a facility that is eligible for the program they receive credit for the value of those
i mprovenents; that they can use those credits to offset the inpact fees that are required of their devel opnment; and that if they
end up with nore credits than they need to pay the inpact fees, or excess credits, those becone a compbdity which can be traded or
sold to other devel opers. Comm ssioner Sferrazza asked M. Roundtree if he could identify any credits that m ght be given to the
School District. M. Roundtree stated that he could not. Chairman Gall oway stated that another requirenment is that the credits
have to be used within the same benefit district. M. Roundtree explained that there are three districts and he and M. Mbdrse
descri bed the boundaries of the districts.

Steve Wl liams, Planner, Washoe County School District, displayed draw ngs on the docunment canera showi ng the proposed 4-1ane road
section between Beckwourth and Estates and the section in front of the school with through travel |anes, right and left turn

| anes, center nedian, pedestrian/bike paths, etc. and he pointed out the area in which additional right-of-way needs to be
acquired. He stated that they are proposing to address the V-ditch problem by going outside the paved section and regrading to a
maxi mum of 3-1 slope; that that is not so steep that if sonmeone did end up there, they would be able to drive back out; and that
there would be at least 9 feet between the travel |ane and the edge of the V-ditch in this inproved section. M. WIllians al so

di spl ayed a map of the entrances/driveways on the school property and described in detail the proposed ingress/egress vehicul ar
traffic patterns and showed where the sidewal ks will be for the pedestrian traffic.

Paul Sol aegui, traffic consultant for the WCSD, stated that the nost significant itemis that there is now a feasible 4-1ane
design for the roadway whi ch has been heavily coordinated with RTC and County staff with a viable funding nmechanismin place. He

stated that the validity of the traffic counts has been questioned; that those counts are 7 nonths old, but are still valid; that
NDOT just released their daily count book and the numbers show good correlation; and that the future projections have been
re-evaluated and are still valid. M. Solaegui stated that a signal at one of the school driveways has been heavily discussed, but

the nunbers do not warrant a signal. M. Mrse stated that if a signal was warranted at one of the entrances, it is quite likely
that it could be supported by the inpact fee program but, unless the school district doubles or triples the size of this school
the counts do not warrant such a signal. In response to the Chairman, M. Mrse stated that basically what triggers a signal is

delay tinme at an intersection, although there are about a dozen different factors that are | ooked at.

Commi ssi oner Shaw asked M. Sol aegui what they had projected for the traffic using O Brien Pass. M. Sol aegui responded that they
projected approxinmately 5 to 10 percent of the traffic m ght go that way.

Conmmi ssi oner Sferrazza stated that he had met with M. WIllians, who indicated to himthat the School District would be using
credits from devel opers and had identified one devel oper and asked M. Wllianms if he could identify any others they would be
using. M. WIllians responded that he thinks the payback will be a conbination of the use of credits and a rei nmbursenent fromthe
RTC s fund over a period of tine; that to date M. Lissner (Lifestyle Honmes) is the only devel oper who has indicated that he would
be interested in buying credits fromthe School District.

Conmmi ssi oner Sferrazza asked if there were any developers in the Golden Valley area. M. WIIlians responded that he has not spoken
to anyone in the CGolden Valley area about that. Comr ssioner Sferrazza asked M. Wllians if he was famliar with the Tobl er Ranch
project. M. WIllians stated that his only know edge of that is the map that he received this norning.

Conmmi ssi oner Sferrazza stated that when they net, M. WIllianms indicated that the School District has no intent to annex to the
City of Reno; that he has been advised that the Tobler Ranch project, which is directly across fromthe school site, is trying to
annex to the City of Reno through the school property; and asked M. WIIlianms whether they would have any objection to dedicating
the sidewalk in front of the school to Washoe County in return for an easenment in perpetuity to be used by the School District so
that the County could protect against any annexation threat to the Gol den Valley area.



M. WIIlianms responded that he has had no correspondence with the Tobl er Ranch people; that after receiving the map, he called
their Las Vegas office, but they have not yet returned his call; that this is his first indication of this project whatsoever; and
t hat dedi cating any property would have to be decided by the Board of Trustees.

Chai rman Gall oway then called on those who had filled out speaker request fornms.

The issues and concerns di scussed were that the proposed road inprovenents will not solve the traffic safety problens this schoo
will create; that O Brien Pass is too dangerous for teenagers to be driving on; that adequate fire and emergency services have not
been addressed; that the northeast corner of the school building will sit on an earthquake fault; that there is no place for the
kids to go for lunch; heavy traffic and horseback riding do not mx; and that the stadiumlights will adversely inpact the

resi dents.

Roger Edwards, representing the appellant, urged the Board to deny the special use pernit because of safety issues and the inpacts
on the local comunity. He stated that they do feel they were m sdirected by the Departnent of Conmunity Devel opnent when they
filed their appeal and they would have |isted many nore reasons in their appeal had that not happened. M. Edwards further stated
that the proposed road changes do address sonme of the concerns, but to really make it safe, Golden Valley Road should be 4 | anes
all the way to Spearhead and there should be a signal at the freeway; that the annexation buffer zone should be a condition of
approval ; and that at the previous hearing petitions were subnmtted containing the signatures of 437 Gol den Valley residents who
are opposed to this school

Commi ssi oner Sferrazza requested that a copy of the newspaper article regarding the property that will be needed for the
additional right-of-way also be put on the record and it was placed on file with the C erk.

Ron Rasnussen, 910 W nchester Drive, stated that he is one of the nine honeowners that will be inpacted by the road w dening; that
he has had a |ivestock boardi ng busi ness there for 15 years; and that losing 34 feet of his property will seriously inpact his
busi ness and his quality of life. He further stated that if the property is reduced to |less than an acre, they cannot have wells
and septics. Chairman Galloway stated that the attorney has just told himhis zoning woul d be grandfathered in. M. Rasmussen
stated that he understands he would be paid for his property, but asked how he woul d be conpensated for the | oss of his business.

Sonj a Dresbach, stated that at the previous hearing the homeowners had requested sonme additional conditions in case the specia



use permt was approved; and that they would still like those to be included as well as a couple of new ones to address property
rights and the "grandfathering" previously discussed for those properties that will be needed to widen the road. In response to
Chai rman Gal | oway, Ms. Dresbach stated that M. Edwards had covered sone of the additional conditions, such as w dening the road
all the way to Spearhead and signalization at US395 and CGol den Valley; and that she would have to get the others from soneone

el se.

Madel yn Shi pman, Assistant District Attorney, stated that the School District has no control over property rights, zoning or
vested rights; therefore, a condition on this special use permt pertaining to that would not be appropriate. M. Shipman further
stated that anytinme you have a devel oped property subject to enm nent domain, such as l-acre residential in this case, the zoning
is grandfathered in even if the property goes to less than an acre as long as the use does not change.

Chai rman Gall oway stated that exactly how much property needs to be taken and whether or not it will all be fromthe north side of
Gol den Vall ey Road or part fromthe north and part fromthe south, is a decision that will be nmade by RTC after they do their

engi neering; that OBrien Pass is a bad situation, but the majority of the traffic to and fromthis school will be to the freeway;
and that having 4 lanes will elininate the left-hand turn problens which he thought woul d cause bottl enecks and other problens.

In response to one of the speakers, M. WIllians stated that there were studi es done regarding other schools on this site, but the
School District has no plans to put anything other than a high school on this site.

Commi ssi oner Shaw asked about raised nmedians in front of the school property and about securing the property for the w dening
project. M. Mrse stated that the plans right now are prelimnary; that he would suspect there would be a raised nedi an between
Beckwourth and Estates; that right in front of the school where there are a |ot of turning novenents, raised nedians can becone
nore of a problemthan a safety feature; and that before they will know exactly how nuch property and which property is needed to
wi den the road, the road alignnment and design will have to be figured out. He stated that there are many things they | ook at and
they try to anticipate and address future problens in the process.

Chai rman Gall oway stated that he is | ooking at a sketch called "option 2" which shows 4 | anes continuing past Estates Drive al
the way to the first driveway of the school with a transition down to 2 | anes between there and the second driveway and that is
the plan he is favoring. He further stated that it will take 2 years to build this school, it will not take 2 years to build
fast-food restaurants; that once this school is built, the restaurants will follow, and that he does not think the students wil]l
be driving to and from Sun Valley for |unch

Conmmi ssi oner Sferrazza stated that on the Tobler Ranch map that he subnitted earlier, the red area directly on Gol den Vall ey Road
right across fromthe school is planned for fast-food, which would be a major intrusion on the residents of Golden Valley. He then
reiterated his earlier remarks concerning annexati on and again requested a condition requiring the School District to dedicate an
anti-annexation buffer strip so that the City of Reno could not annex anything north of Golden Valley Road.Ms. Shipman cautioned
the Board that inposing a condition requiring this dedication would be a taking of property.

In response to Chairman Gal | oway, Dean Di ederich, Planning Manager, advised that neither the school site nor the Tobler Ranch
property is within the City of Reno Sphere of Influence; that for either of themto annex, a conprehensive plan anendnent woul d be
required; that there would be no econonic advantage for the school to be in the City once it is constructed; and that staff has
not been made aware of the Tobler Ranch proposal yet. He further stated that the Regional Planning Comr ssion did approve a Reno
City Master Plan Anendnent for a fast-food |ocation right across fromthe Wendy's and the current focus for that is over at North
Hills. M. Diederich also suggested that one way to protect Golden Valley from annexati on would be for the Conm ssion to sponsor a
Regi onal Pl an Anendnent to have the Gol den Valley community designated as either "rural" or "suburban."

Chai rman Gal | oway asked the School District representatives to respond concerning their previous attenpt to annex this site into
Reno and their future annexation plans. M. WIlianms explained that they did apply for a change in the Sphere of Influence solely
for the purpose of saving noney on the sewer connection fees; that at that tinme the Planning Conm ssion told themthey were
premat ure because the Pl anning Conmi ssion was still considering the amendment request by the property to the south of the schoo
site and they should wait 60 days; that during that tine there was a | ot of negative conment; that they do not want to be in an



annexation war; and that they then withdrew their application. He further stated that they are proceedi ng under the County and
that they have no intention of annexing this site into the City of Reno.

Chai rman Galloway stated that if this special use pernmit is going to be approved, the mininmmhe would Iike to see is the 4 | anes
extended from where they end now up to at |least the first driveway of the school; that in the construction of those inprovenents,
the V-ditch hazards be addressed; and that there be bike |lanes on both sides.

Conmmi ssi oner Short stated that he would nmove to deny the appeal and uphold the Planning Conm ssion's conditional approval of the
special use permit with the additional road inprovenments as outlined by the Chairman. He further stated that he would like to
request that the School District consider a "closed" canpus for this particular school and that the Departnment of Comrunity
Devel opnent take whatever action is necessary to designate the Golden Valley area as "rural" or "suburban."

Chai rman Gal |l oway stated he woul d second the notion and enphasi zed that he is relying on the School District not annexing this
property into the City of Reno.

Commi ssi oner Shaw suggested that the School District also be requested, not conditioned, to consider extending the 4 |anes
eastward to the end of the school property once RTC has their design plans and knows what the costs will be.

Conmmi ssi oner Sferrazza requested clarification and suggested di fferent wording on Condition No. 10 concerning the stadi um
lighting, which was agreed to.

Conmi ssi oner Sferrazza then requested that the notion be anmended to include the request that the School District dedicate a strip
of land al ong the northern boundary of the school site to Washoe County, reserving unto thenselves the use of that property for
any purpose they want, so that the County will have an annexation buffer to protect Gol den Valley. Comm ssioners Short and
Gal | oway agreed to anend the notion.

M. Sellman requested a clarification to specify that the road i nprovenents will be added to the RTC CIP program according to
appropriate procedures before construction of the road starts so that it can be paid for by the RTC funds. Chairman Gal |l oway
agreed and stated that that is one of the conditions with which the School District will have to conply. M. Morse expl ained that
anyone can neke the request to include this road in the 10-year CIP; that there is a non-refundable $5,000 fee because of the
necessary technical analysis; and that the School District has indicated they would be nore than willing to nmake the request.
Conmmi ssi oners Short and Gall oway anmended the notion to include a specific condition that the School District will nake this
request.

Conmmi ssi oner Sferrazza expressed his appreciation that his requests were incorporated into the notion but explained that he could
not support the notion because he is opposed to the involuntary condemmati on of property for w dening Gol den Valley Road, the
concerns regarding O Brien Pass have still not been addressed to his satisfaction, the blind intersection at Spearhead and Col den
Valley is still a problem and signalization at US395 and Gol den Valley will not happen until sonetine in the future

3. Site Suitability: That the site is physically suitable for the type of devel opment and for the intensity of the devel opnent;

the mpjority of the site is relatively flat, and the area containing slopes will be primarily undevel oped; all grading at the base
of the slopes has been required to be rounded and/or snoothed out and will be revegetated to a natural state;
4. lssuance Not Detrinmental: That issuance of the permt will not be significantly detrinmental to the public health, safety or

| andscapi ng provisions of Articles 408, 410 and 412 of the Devel opnent Code have been net. Any | andscaping plans and the letter
shall be wet-stanped. The letter shall indicate any provisions of the code that the Director of Comrunity Devel opment has wai ved,
and any nodifications incorporated by the Design Review Cormittee. Prior to issuance of a Certificate of Occupancy, the | andscape
architect shall conduct an on site inspection to determine if the |andscaping and irrigation have been installed per the fina

| andscapi ng plan. The inspection work shall be docunmented by the | andscape architect and included in the letter(s). The Departnent
of Conmunity Devel opnent shall determ ne conpliance with this condition

52. Al landscaping, including turfed athletic fields, shall be maintained in accordance with the provisions found in Section

g. It is recommended that half-street inprovenents be constructed on Golden Valley Road al ong the project's frontage.

58. A sidewal k/ pedestrian path shall be constructed along the entire school frontage. The Engineering Division shall determ ne
conpliance with this condition

59. The bi ke path/lane shall be part of Golden Valley Road so that it functions as a breakdown | ane and provi des a shoul der for
ener gency vehicl e access.

60. Additional bicycle parking shall be installed at the entrance to the baseball/softball fields and at the primary entrances to

the school buildings. These areas shall include secure bike racks and sufficient space for safe ingress and ingress and shal
adhere to the standards |listed in Section 110.410.15. The size of these facilities shall be simlar to the proposed facility shown
south of the Athletic Field. The Departnent of Community Devel opnent will determ ne conpliance with this condition.

61. The applicant shall work with the devel opers of the CGolden H ghl ands Subdivision to establish a pedestrian/bicycle link from
t he subdivision to the High School. The revised plans shall show this link. The Departnment of Community Devel opment shal

62. The west and east driveway shall have separate |eft and right turn egress |anes. The Engi neering Division shall determ ne
conpliance with this condition.

63. Staff and visitor parking areas shall be clearly narked at all entrances to these |ots. The Engi neering Division shal
deternine conpliance with this condition.

64. The school district shall pay their fair portion to construct traffic signals on

Gol den Valley Drive at both the eastbound and west bound on/off ranps. For the eastbound and westbound on/off ranps, the schoo



district's share will be 22% and 29% respectively (based on A M vol unes).

65. The m ni mum pavenent requirenments for on-site paving shall be three inches (3") of asphalt on six inches (6") granular base.
The County Engi neer shall determ ne conpliance with this condition.

66. All driveway intersections with Golden Valley Drive shall have streetlights with 9500 | unens. The County Engi neer shal
deternmi ne conpliance with this condition.

72. The property owner(s) shall grant an Avigation Easement to, and acceptable to, the Airport Authority of Washoe County over the
entire property. Prior to issuance of a building permt, the property owner(s) shall provide the Building and Safety Division and
Department of Community Devel opment with appropriate docunentation indicating the avigation easenent has been granted and has been
accepted by the Airport Authority of WAshoe County. The Departnment of Community Devel opment shall determi ne conpliance with this
condi tion.

BOARD OF COUNTY COWVM SSI ONERS ADDI TI ONAL CONDI TI ONS

74. The Washoe County School District shall submit a request to the Regional Transportation Comm ssion - Regional Road |Inpact Fee
(RRIF) Administrator to revise the RRIF - Capital Inprovenents Program (ClIP) consistent with the RRIF General Adm nistrative
Manual , to include the right-of-way acquisition and all physical inprovenents necessary to wi den Golden Valley Drive to four
travel lanes fromthe current four lane / two |ane split near Beckwourth Drive to the western driveway access to the Hi gh School
The request and RTC-RRIF Adm ni strator approval of the revision to the CIP shall be secured before a building permt is issued for
construction of any buildings at the H gh School site. The Departnent of Comrunity Devel opnment shall determni ne conpliance with
this condition.

75. The Washoe County School District shall enter into an agreement with the Regional Transportation Conm ssion to arrange for the
rei mbursenent of any expenditures, to include the right-of-way acquisition and all physical inprovenments necessary to w den Gol den
Valley Drive to four travel lanes fromthe current four lane / two |ane split near Beckwourth Drive to the western driveway access
to the Hi gh School. Approval of the agreenent shall be secured before the start of any construction of street inprovenents to
serve the High School site. The Departnment of Comrunity Devel opnent and the Departnent of Public Wrks shall deternine conpliance
with this condition.



76. The Washoe County School District shall be responsible, through agreement with the Regi onal Transportation Comm ssion, for the
conpletion of all physical inprovenents necessary to widen Golden Valley Drive to four travel lanes fromthe current four |ane /
two | ane split near Beckwourth Drive to the western driveway access to the Hi gh School prior to the issuance of a Certificate of
Occupancy by the Building and Safety Departnent. The Departnent of Community Devel opnent and the Departnent of Public Wrks shal
deternine conpliance with this condition.

In addition to the special use permt conditions of approval, the Board of County Conmi ssioners requested that the Washoe County
School District Board of Trustees:

1. Consider an action itemon a future agenda to dedicate a one-foot wide strip of |land adjacent to the Gol den Valley Road
right-of-way for rural conmunity buffer purposes;

2. Consider a "closed canmpus" for this particular school; and
3. Consider extending the four lanes to the end of the school property.

The Board al so requested that the Regional Transportation Conm ssion nonitor the intersection at Spearhead and Gol den Val |l ey Road,
as well as the other intersections, to deternmine if signals or other inprovements are necessary and appropriate.

COW SSI ONERS' / MANAGER' S COMVENTS

Chai rman Gal |l oway requested that there be an itemon a future agenda for the Board to consider suggesting that the Airport
Aut hority Board of Trustees bring their public coment procedures into conformance with those of the County and the two cities.

Conmi ssi oner Sferrazza requested that the Department of Community Devel opment bring forward the Regi onal Plan Anendnment request to
designate CGolden Valley as a rural area at a future neeting.

Conmi ssi oner Bond expressed concern about a private road being constructed in Cold Springs and requested staff to report on the
mat ter.
